In the schools of Arabia the children, 
with the schoolmaster, sit upon the 
floor or the ground in a semicircle, and 
each bas a tablet of wood which is 
painted white and upon which the les- 
sons are written. When the latter are 
learned they are wasbed out and re 
placed by other lessons. 

During study bours the Arab schools 
remind one of the Chinese, for the 
children all study aloud, and as they 
chant they rock back and forth like 
frees in a storm, and this movement is 
continued for an hour or more at a 
time. The schoolmaster rocks back and 
forth also, and altogether the school 
presents a most novel appearance as 
well sound.

A FarSeeing Scot Has Solved the 
Problem by Giving His Sons and 
Daughterc a Block of Shares in a 
Real Joint Stock Company. 


A canny Scot ‘has solved the old 

problem of how to keep the boy on 
‘he farm by organizing his nine sons 
and daughters into a corporation and 
@ividing the stock of hig 1,800-acre 
farm among them, as though it were 
a city business, 4 factory, store or 
mill. 
The father, Sonn McCallum. was 
elected president of the farm cor- 
poration by the vote of all the stock- 
holders, the eldest son genera) man- 
ager, and anotlLer son secretary and 
treasurer. 

One son Was wade superintendent 
of the hog department, all full blocd- 
ed stock. Another boy was chosen 
to care for the horses. Between two 
other sons the cattle and sheep were 
divided. The girls were placed in 
charge of the nome. Bach child was 
made superintesdent of some divi- 
sion of the “arm work and given su- 
preme authority in his or her de- 
partment, 

“1 thought the matter over for a 
Jong time,” said ‘he far-seeing Scot, 
telling of his plans. “Then I finally 
drove to town, got a lawyer and told 
him my plans” | suggested we call 
the farm the Lismore Stock Farm, 
from the name of the island in Scot- 
land where I was born. He inccr- 
porated the farm with a paid up capi- 
tal representing my valuation of the 
farm and stock. | had a stock book 
printed and filed regular articles of in- 
corporation, ; 

“A @Vew days later I called the child- 
ren jpto the parlor one morning af- 
ter breakfast and told them to be 
ready for a surp.ise. There were five 
sons and four daughters. I had cap- 
italized the farm at $100,000 and di- 
vided the stock into blocks. I kept 
enough for a controlling interest. 
Then I presented each child with a 
biock of stock. The plan I had out- 
lined was for them to keep at work, 
buy some of wy stock each year, so 
that by the time I die they will have 
purchased all of my stock and will 
have absolute control of the farm.” 

The children were enthusiastic over 
the idea. 1% gave them an interest in 
the work o: the 1,800 acres that they 
had never had before and before the 
first week was cver each one of the 
board of directors was doing his best 
to stop the leaks that beset any large 
eorporation. 

The directors Lold daily meetings 
around the family breakfast table, 
where the work of the day is appor- 
tioned, while .nnual meetings of the 
stockholde’s are neld, as required by 
Jaw, and the formalities of business 
procedure are duly observed. 

What has been the result of the 
experiment? Of the nine children 
eight have stayed by the farm, one 
deserting ‘t to become a lawyer. Nor 
bave the eight stayed against their 
will, or because they did not knew, 
by experience, the lure of the city. 
Five of the children have been away 
to college have vompleted their 
courses aud then hurried back home 
to stay by the old farm, in which 
they are directors. Two of the girls 
are now :t college, drawing divid- 
ends from the farm corporation and 
planning to return home the minvte 
they have won the coveted degree 

In Only ore important particular 
does the McCallum corporation differ 
from the usual cne The cl.eckbook 
is a decided innovation. Mr. McCal- 
Jum had a special set of checks print- 
ed. Each year a certain percentagé 
of the surplus is set aside. Each di- 
Tecicr May write a check on this sur- 
plus fund endorsed on _ the check 
what the money is for and cash it 
without asking the permission of any 
other. director. 

Only once has there been a very 
decided difference of opinion among 
the directors. Last year there was a 
Lig surplus. The nine children direc- 
tors proposed to Luy an automobile; 
the president vf the corporation was 
not favorable. The nine outvoted the 
one and the automobile was duly 
bought. Mr. MecCallum-chuckles over 
it now; perhaps he opposed the idea 
On purpose just ‘o see what would 
happen. Who knows? 

‘Y’ll have to admit I've made it so 
all-fired interesting: for the kids they 
haven't. wanted to leave the farm,” 
says Mr. McCallum, “except that one 
boy—and he wés cut out for a law- 
yer from ‘the ‘start, I guess.” 


To Inspect Immigraton Agencies

WHAT DARWIN SOUGHT 


The Missing Lin! in the Person of a 
aye sangha Finn 

e anissitg link between man and 
monkey, which Darwin looked for, but 
never found—e men-ape, with all the 
characteristics of our alleged tree- 
climbing ancestors except a tail—was 
found at Ellis Island in. the person 
of a rejected Finn, and described re- 
cently to the Eugenic Resevrch as- 
sociation at Columbia University by 
Dr. Howard Knox, assistant surgeon 
of the United States Public Heaith 
Service, at Elis Island, who said he 
was the most perfect specimen of an 
ape in human form. 

The rare human being was a tele- 
phone lineman, aad “if you will ex- 
ercise suine imagination,” said Dr. 
Knox, “you will ses the man’s occupa. 
tion of climbing poles was partieu- 
larly well suited tu his make-up, since 


he may have inherited the ability 
from his ancestors.” 
Dr. Knox in his paper on “The 


Problem of the Mentally Unflit Amoag 
Immigrants,” said: “The case I am 
speaking of was a Finn, 39 years oid. 
The man was of striking appear- 
ance, both from the standpoint of the 
archaeologist and the anthropologist. 
One familiar with the reconstruction 
of the man in the Stone Age could rot 
help but note the close resemblance, 
and the more we studied the man the 
more this become apparent. The 
forehead was low and receding, the 
supra orbital ridges were sharp and 
prominent, the eyebrows were long 
and shaggy, the eyes sharp and piere- 
ing, the nose gaddle-shaped with a 
prominent tip, the lips large and pro- 
truding, and the chin massive and 
heavy.” 

Dr. Knox described him as having 
teeth formed and arranged like an 
ape’s, ears below their normal pcsi- 
tion, and unusuaily long arms. His 
hands were remerkable in that each 
little finger had but two phalanges, 
making them virtually thumbs, that 
could be used with any ofher finger. 


Free Law Popular in Great Britain 

Before the new British system of 
free law for litigants whose worldly 
possessions do not exceed $250 in 
value had been in force two days 
nearly 1,500 applications had been 
received by the committee of court 
officers entrusted with the work of 
dealing with them. 

Of these applications between 550 
and 600 were suits for divorce, and 
next in point of numbers came mone- 
tary disputes. 

Considering thit there are practi 
cally no restrictiuns, and that any- 
body claiming to have a good case 
may be chis system invoke the aid of 
state lawyers and put in motion all 
the machinery of the high courts with- 
out having any knowledge of the 
technicalities of tLe law, it is not sur- 
prising to learn that a large num- 
ber of frivolous applications have 
been received. 

Naturally every applicant thinks 
he, or she, ,as a yood case, but many 
of the 1,500 are doomed to disap- 
pointment, since every claim is first 
of all investigated by a committee of 
legal experts (solicitors and counsel) 
before any ac‘ion is instituted. 

There is a list of cver 250 counsel 
and 400 svlicitors who are ready to 
act for poor litigants. It is to be 
feared, hcewever, chat at the rate at 
which applications are being receiv- 
ed theie will soon be enormous ar- 
rears of work facing the investigat- 
ing committee 


Important Change in Cold Storage Act 

An order-in-counci! has beer passed 
adding several imoprtant new sections 
to the Dominion Vold Storage act. It 
is provided tLe owners and managers 
of cold storage warehouses shall: 

(a) Give the public the preference 
in the use of the refrigerated space in 
such warehouses. It shall be deemed 
to be a violation of the regulations

(b) Shall not contract or agree to 
give all the roirigerated space to one 
or more firms to -he exclusion of the 
general public. 

“Owners er managers of cold sior- 
age warehouses With whom contracts 
have been entered into for the pay- 
ment of subsidies under the | Cold 
Storage act, and who receive fish for 
storage, skall accept herring at the 
usual rate, and, if delivered, in the 
usual manner, irrespective as _ to 
whether sala herrirg are to be used 
for food o1 for bait. 

“Every person Who violates any of 
these regulations shall for every such 
offence incur a penalty not exceedirg 
50."

RURAL MANHOOD 


Religious Education Should be More 
Practical, and Less Sectarian 
and Deetrinal 

Some time ago I made the discov- 
ery of an excvl'ent little magavine de- 
voted to rura: sovial welfare. This is 
called Rurai Manhood, and is the or- 

an of ths country work of the 

-M.C.A. in villages, towns and open 
country of North Arserica, Teachers 
and preachers and other leaders in 
jeountry work will find this little 
monthly journal decidedly helpful aud 
stimulating. : 

In an article on religious teaching 
in the country, Prefossor Fiske of 
Oberlin calls attention to some of the 
strong and also some of the weak 
points on religious education as com- 
monly found in country districts. 

“In most country communities the 
social strucvure js simple and social 
resources ieagre.. Therefore person- 
ality is the main asset, and the deter 
mining factor in our problems. Here, 
more than in th city, personality 
counts heavily, an religious life and 
teaching depends upon it more than 
upon metLod or system or organiza- 
tion. This doubtless accounts for tae 
fact that some country communities 
have had a rema:kable record for de- 
veloping character and discovering 
latent leadsrship. A few great humble 
sculs (perhaps but one) have lived 
there; and this accounts for it. Per- 
haps they have cheerfully broken 
mest of the laws of pedagogy and 
have never dreamed of it! The sheer 
force of character has succeeded in 
spite of it. 

With these corcessions, I shall not 
be misjudged if ! mention some of tac 
faults often found in country com- 
munities, “hich seriously hamper a 
thoroughly effective development of re- 
ligious education. 

The ordinary agencies for religious 
influence are the home, the church, 
the minister, the Sunday school, the 
country wo.k of the Y.M.C.A. and the 
public school teacher. The latter has 
an inevitable influence, though often 
unconsciously. ‘Che country work sec- 
retary is still all too rare. But the 
Sunday school is almost universal, and 
the country home is probably the best 
in the land, and stili most effective for 
the training of character. Iam of the 
opinion that there remains much mere 
definite “fami.y religion” in the coun- 
try than in the business ridden, fever- 
ish life of the cities; doubtless more 
family prayers and “grace before 
meat,” and definite religious instruc- 
tion of the old fashioned sort. To 
be sure, it is often of such an old fash- 
jioned sort that it does the modern 
boy little iinmedixte good, but he can 
never quite get away from it, and ul- 
timately it bears fruit in his life. 

I am making no attack upon sane, 
modern evang?lism when I say that 
the churckes must quit depending up- 
on periodic indutgence in ultra-e:no- 
tional revivaliam te maintain their 
spiritual life. Seif respecting people 
shun stimulants; the after effects are 
too awful—whatever may be the iem- 
porary exaltation. The wise minister 
is depending iess upon the “rouse- 
ments’—which an over-exhorted con- 
gregation soon becomes immune to— 
and more upon the practical teaching 
of the facts of reiigion and life, which 
feed souls and grow character. 

Let me suggest that the aim of re- 
ligious education. in the country should 
be less sectari:n and doctrinal and 
more definitely p»actical. The coun- 
try people have a genius for hard- 
beaded common sense, and you can’t 
fool them long with any substitute. 
There is surely tie finest kind of op- 
portunity for the study of “the social 
gospel” in the country—that is, ihe 
practical teachings of Jesus and the 
prophets especially, upon the vitally 
important matiers of common life, of 
ordinary rig'teovsness and the rela- 
tions of man and man. A number of 
fine courses are already outlined and 
are readily available. Here is an op- 
portunity not merely for developing 
the most exciting sort of class, discus- 
sions among adult men on topics in 
which they are keenly interested, 
bringing to bear all the pure white 
light of Christian teaching where it 
will do the most good; blit also the 
opportunity, to develop speedy resu'is 
in the life of the community, as the 
social ethics and the personal religion 
of Jesus, work out in life, and the 
church becomes most effectively a 
community builder.—Contributed by 
Canadian Welfare League.

TRADE. OF CANADA 
ISON THE INCREASE 


EXPORTS SOAREC DURING PAST 
FISCAL YEAR, WHILST IM- 
PORTS DECREASED 


Trade With the Urited Kingdom and 
With the United States Shows an 
Increase—Large Gain in Exports of 
Agricultural Products. 


A statement of Canadian trade for 
the last fiscal year, has been issued by 
the trade and commerce department. 
The total trade in merchandise for the 
year was $1,073,766,098, an increase of 
$26,697,554 over the preceding fiscal 
year. Imports tutailed $618,328,874, 
a decrease of $51,671,315, while  ex- 
ports totalled ,445,437,224, an increase 
of $78,368,869. 

The net increase in trade for the 
year was duo to the big gain in ex- 
ports of agricultural products, ani- 
mal produce and manufactured pro- 
ducts, particularly during the aut- 
umn months. Since then there has 
been a considerable falling off both 
in imports and exports. The total ex- 
ports of agricultural products for tle 
year was $198,220,029, an increase 
of $48,074,468, or nearly thirty per 
cent. Exports of animal produce to- 
talled $53,349,119, an increase of $8,- 
664,526, and exports of manufactures 
totalled $57,443,452, an increase of 
$13,750,644. 

Trade with the United Kingdom 
showed a net increase of $37,634,098. 
Trade with the United States showed 
@ net increase of nearly there mil- 
lions. With the British West Indies, 
including Bermuda, despite the recent 
reciprocal trade agreement, there was 
a net falling off in trade of $1,620,283. 
From nearly every community imports 
decreased, vhile to every country ex 
cept the Argentine Republic exports 
increased. From the United Kingdom 
Canada took last year imports valucd 
at $131,942,769, or $6,706,666 less than 
the preceding year. Canadian exporis 
to the United Kingdom totalled $222,- 
422,766, a gain of $44,440,764. 

Imports from the United States last 
year totalled $410,786,091, a decrease 
of $30,369,764. Exports to the United 
States totalled $200,459,373, a gain of 
$33,348,991.
